If  the  Speech  which  opened  the  session  of  the 
Provincial  Legislature  yeslerduy  la  any  cnlerion, 
that  iMCloii  ihoald  inrove  the  ihort«gt  ever  held. 
The  Speech  was  a  document  which  dealt  almost 
exclusively  In  retrospect.  The  outline  of  new 
Itflilatlon  la  almoa^  negUflble,  beyond  the  fact 
'that  there  Is  to  be  a  programme  of  public  works 
to  aid  unemployment,  works  which  are  to  be  paid 
for  by  borrowings.'^  There  Is  to  be  provision  for  a 
new  bridge  over  the  Fraser  River  at  New  West- 
inlniater,  and  ratification  of  an  agreement  with 
the  Ladner  Bridge  Company.  The  amendments 
to  various  Acta  that  ai^  forecaat  are  routine 
legislation.  "V   

There  are  notes  of  ot>lim)sm  In  the  Speech, 
particularly  in  relation  to  a  decrea.se  ^t}  upem- 
ployment,  the  Improved  credit  of  the  province, 
better  agricultural  conditions  and  an  advance  in 
the  sales  of  lumber  abroad.  The  Speech  is  unusu- 
ally long  and  revlew.s  what  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment has  accomplished  in  ihe  past  year.  It 
promises  co-operation  with  the  Dmnlnlm  Gov- 
ernment in  measures  of  mutual  benefit.

"Huckleberry  Finn."  I'rederic  Chopin,  the  polish 
composer  resident  In  Parts,  and  Robert  Schu- 
mann, the  C'lerman  composer,  Started  life  one 
hundred  and  tweniy-ti\e  years  ago,  as  did  a  man 
more  notorious  even  IX  not  more  notable,  Phineas 
Barnum,  .showman  and  cireu;s  prupneior,  whose 
name  at  the  momenit  Is  recrudescent.  Per  contra, 
students  will  recall  the  death.'Se^Hly-flve  years 
ago,  of  Arthur  Schopenhauer,  German  philoso- 
pher. The  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada  will 
celebrate,  in  June,  the  seventy-fifth  anniversary 
of  the  union  of  fourTresbyterian  groups  into  one 
national  church.   Five  years  later  recorded  the 
beginnings  of  the  Salvation  Army  in  London  snd 
the  assassination  of  Abraham  Lincoln  in  Wash- 
ington, Of  things  prosaic,  but  highly  useful,  it 
ms^  be  chronicled  that  the  first  known  eyeglasses 
were  used  by  Benjamin  Franklin  one  hundred 
and  fifty  years  ago,  while  that  Interesting  article,

Such  forecasts 
would  be  of  greater  interest  to  the  public  if  they 
dealt  more  fully  with  future  policies  and  let  the 
deeds  of  the  past  speak  for  themselves. 


UtCVEMaLY  RBUGIOUS" 


The  soul  of  Russia  remains  deeply  religious. 
"iAbls  may  sound  like  an  Incredible  statemefit  In 

▼lew  of  the  policy  of  the  Soviet  Government,  but 
it  is  vouched  for  by  a  former  O  P.U.  Commissar 
who  has.  now  left  the  "Godless  Paradise. "  It  Is 

In  opposition  to  all  the  forces  employed  to  kill 
religious  beliefs  that  the  vast  mas^of  the  Russian 
people  refuse  to  give  up^heir  faith.  Only  a 
handful  have  subscribed  to  the  doctrine  of  M. 
Lunacharsky,  the  Commissar  of  Education,  who 
has  enunciated  the  leading  prmciple  of  Com- 
munism as  follows:  "We  must  know  how  to  hate, 
for.  only  at  this  price  can  we  conquer  the  universe 
We  have  done  with  the  kings  of  the  earth ;  let  us 
.  deal  now  with  the  Kings  of  the  skies.  All  religions 
are  poison.  They  intoxicate  and  deaden  the  mind, 
the  Will  and  the  conscience.  A  light  to  the  death 
must  be  declared  upon  religion.  Our  task  is  to 
destroy  all  kinds  of  religion,  all  kinds  of  morality." 

Russia  closed  her  churches  in  conformity  with 
the  Communist  doctrine.  The  people  knelt  out- 
side In  the  streets.  Thou.sands  have  sufTered 
sorrow  and  exUe  for  tlielr  faith.  Tliey  have  sung 
hymns  when  itaarehed  to  their  punishment. 
Church  people  have  been  successful  in  securing 
collective  farms  where  they  havie  carried  on  their 
worship.  Priests  and  pastors  have  lost  their  civic 
rights  and  their  salaries.  Their  followers,  how- 
ever, have  denied  them.selvcs  to  Insure  that  the 
church  can  carry  on  its  ministrations.'  Even  in 
the  Youth  Movement  the  most  godless  of  all 
Soviet  experiments,  when  adult  years  are  reached 
and  after  service  in  the  Red  Army  there  is  a 
reacUon  to  atheism.  AH  the  effects  of  materl- 
alistlr  training  are  lost.  Even  those  who  have 
been  brought  up  from,  childhood  to  accept 
atheism  are  becoming  deeply  religious.  Russia 
remains,  as  in  the  past,  incurably  gripped  with 
religion.  The  strife  between  the  powers  of  dark- 
ness and  the  powers  of  light  goes  on.  and  the 
former  are  forevf  r  ln,,ing 'ground.  All  indications 
are  that  the  one  country  in  the  world  where  the 
greatest  of  religious  revivals  will  be  seen,  and 
befpre  many  years,  is  Russia.  The  Soviet  Gov- 
ernment, unknowingly,  is  preparing  the  most 
fertile  kind  of  soil  for  such  a  revival. 


However  much  may  be  said  In  praise  of  the 
English  language,  there  Is  no  reason  to  believe 
that  It  will  become  universal,  at  least  not  until 
education  has  reached  a  much  higher  state  than 
at  present.  Foreigners  still  find  difflcultles  in 
learning  English,  difllculties  that  are  exaggerated 
as  more  and  more  slang  creeps  Into  the  language. 
Tlie  Chinese  dairy  owner  who  sought  English 
trade  puts  up  the  notice  "Cows  milked  and  re- 
taUed."  The  baker  InlCmta  desertbes  himself  as 
"the  best  loafer  in  town  "  The  Indian,  thanking 
a  hospital  for  curing  his  wife,  adds,  "I  will  not 
try  to  repay  you.  Vengeance  belongeth  unto  God." 

Dr.  R.  C.  Haines  (| notes  in  The  Quarterly 
Review  some  instances  of  English  as  it  is  written. 
One  sample  Is  application  by  a  Chinese  for  a 
post  in  a  bank  at  Peking.  It  follows:  "Dear  Sir 
I  am  Wang.  It  is  for  my  personal  benefit  that  I 
write  for  a  position  in  your  honorable  Bank.  I 
have  a  flexible  brain  that  wiU  adapt  Itself  to  your 
business,  and  In  consequence  bring  good  efTorts 
to  your  goodseives.  My  education  was  impressed 
upon  me  In  the  Peking  University  hi  which  place 
I  graduated  number  one.  I  can  drive  a  typewriter 
witii  good  noise  and  my  English  is  great.  My 
references  are  good  and  should  you  hope  to  see 
me  they  will  be  read  to  you  with  Rreat  pleasure. 
My  last  job  has  left  itself  from  me  for  the  good 
reason  that  the  large  man  was  dead.  It  was  on 
account  of  no  fault  of  mine.  So  honorable  Sir, 
what  about  it?.  If  I  can  be  of  big  use  to  you  I 
will  arrive  on  some  date  that  you  should  guess. 
Faithfully  yours.  Wang." 

Another  example  given  is  written  by  an 
Englishman  and  is  a  circulai-  from  the  Inland 
Revenue  Office.  Here  It  Is  in  all  its  circumlocutory 
detail:  "Where  no  payment».df  a  dividend,  other 
than  such  a  preference,  diftderia  as  aforesaid. 
Income  tax  has,  under  Rule  3tf  of  the  deneral 
Rules,  been  deducted  therefrom  by  reference  to 
a  standard  rate  for  the  year  in  which  the  dividend 
became  due.  the  net  amount  received  shall  for 
all  the  purpo.ses  of  the  Income  Tax  Acts,  be 
deemed,  to  represent  Income  of  such  an  amount 
as  would,  after  deduction  of  tax  by  reference  to 
the  .staiuinrd  rate  last  mentioned,  be  equal  to  the 
net  amount  received,  and  fur  the  said  purposes 
then  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  paid  in  respect 
of  that  income  by  deduction  tax  of  such  an  amount 
as  is  equal  to  the  amount  rxf  tax  on  that  Income 
computed  by  reference  to  the  standard  rate  last 
mentioned." 

Fiom  the  foregoing  it  wmild  appear  that 
"official  •  English  is  sometimes  more  difficult  to 
understand  U>an  tbal  used  by  foreigners.

llolltics.

There  i«  another  expressive  word 
which  has  become  quite  general  In 
its  applleatton  to  oomplleated  hu 
man  aflalr^.  Tliat  word  is  eX' 
ploitatlon.  The  wealth  of  this  £0n- 
tlnent  originally  consisted  of  tbe 
magnitude  and  the  magnificence  of 
Its  natural  resources.  By  the  ex- 
pkiltatlon  of  Its  natural  resources 
the  foundations  of  tl)9  great  for- 
tunes of  many  American  families 
were  laid.  But  long  before  the 
natural  resources  of  this  continent 
had  been  exploited  to  the  jwint 
of  exhaustion,  'the  late  P.  T. 
Barnum  discovered  that  thMe^ 
was  something  else  which  could  be 
advantageously  .  exploited.  That 
was  human  credull^.  The  great 
.bowman,  however,  while 
the  people  liked  to  be  humbugged, 
was  quite  frank.  He  admitted  that
